The Lite-Saving Service, 

The mission of the life-saving ser- 
vice of Canada is to save human life 
and to provide prompt aid, when pos- 
sible, to shipwrecked and distressed 
vessels. For this purpose, there are 
at present 34 life-saving stations, lo- 
eated by provinces as follows: 
Brunswick 3, Nova Scotia 13, Prince 
Edward Island 3, British Columbia 4, 
and on the Great Lakes of Ontario 11. 
Each life-saving station has a life- 
boat inned by a crew of seven men, 
including the coxswain, who com- 
mands. The coxswain is appointed 
by the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, and is in charge of the sta- 
tion. His duties are to take care of 
the station, to select the crew, and 
to drill them in rough water as well 
as smooth, and instruct them in 
treating those apparently drowned. 

The usual allowance to a coxswain 
is $75 a year, with $2 for each drill. 
Fourteen drills, of five hours each, 
are conducted during a season. The 
crew are paid $2 each per drill, and 
extra when engaged in service in a 
wreck, 

Many stations have been recently 
equipped with new life-boats, which 
range in cost from $225 to $775 each. 
The life-saving service has many he- 
roic rescues to its credit, but, fortun- 
ately, the latest report, that for the 
yenr 1908-9, shows that “tno serious 
casualties involving danger to life 
have taken place.” 


Skeleton of a Giant. 


An interesting archaeological dis- 
covery was made a few days ago at 
Ballinahalla, near Moycullen, Ireland. 
Some workmen, in the employment of 
Mrs. James Lardner, came upon a 
complete skeleton, which measured & 
feet 5 1-2 inches, and ‘subsequently un- 
earthed a sword, on which appeared 
in Gaelic the following: ‘‘Donach 
O'Keefe, A.D. 1231.""

Then, 
again, we often get sums by register- 

letter, with similar statements at- 
tached. I have opened packets con- 
taining as much as $600.”” 

“What was your queerest experi- 
ence in that kind of receipt?” I in- 
quired. 

“We got a tin box, and. heavy it 
was, by post one morning,” said the 
clerk. ‘When we opened it we found 
a short note saying that ‘X. X. X.’ 
wished to make amends for hiy deceit 
in returning his statement of income, 
and adding that we should find the 
amount due in sovereigns in the box. 
So we unpacked the small parcels 
there, and took. from each the gold 
coins they enclosed. The total 
amounted to $1,800, which you will 
agree was a very good haul for one 
morning’s work in this way!” 

“You don’t get such strokes of luck 
every day?’’ I asked. 

“Oh, no; they come very irregular. 
ly. Sometimes a whole week elapses 
without our receiving one, but seldom 
more than that. And it is curious 
that most people wish to have some 
acknowledgment of the ‘receipt of 
their conscience-money in the daily

body once cropped into the letter-box 
with the usual explanatory note. 


“That defaulter must have had a} 


very tender conscience indeed; far 
more so than most men who pay in- 
come tax. Dodging the payment of 
this tax is reckoned not only righty 
but even creditable, by some men; 
but five postal orders for a pound 
each which came not long ago to us 
for conscience-money proves that not 
every..man witha ineome 
can stifle the ‘still, small voice’ when 
he has succeeded in ‘doing the col- 
lector.’ ”’

On the suggestion of W. E. Knowles, 
M. P,, of Moose Jaw, it was amended | 
80 as to recommend that the period of 
notice given to holders of leases be 
extended from two years to four years. 
It was adopted. 

“That a recommendation be sent to 
the Saskatchewan government request- 
ing that they eorine a freight expert, 
whose duty it shail be to study the 
freight tariffs of the railway com- 
panies operating in the province, and 
endeavor to adjust any differences 
arising between the mercantile inter. 
e’ts and the railway companies in con- 
nection with these tariffs.’ 

It was amended to apply to each of 
the governments of the three pro- 
vinces and was then carried

FAVORABLE REPORT ON WEST- 
ERN CROP PROSPECTS 


Dr. William Saunders, Director of Ex- 
perimental Farms, Gives Observa- 
tions on His Trip of Inspection 
Through Wheat Country—Experi- 
ments for Improving Grade of 
Wheat is Being Conducted. 
Winnipeg.—Dr. William Saunders, 

the director of the experimental farms 


}of the Dominion, returned to Winni- 


peg recently from an extended tour of 
the whole of the wheat country be- 
tween this city and the Rockies. The 
present indications are, said he, that 
the crop will be a good one, There 
has been some damage in certain dis- 
tricts, but nothing very serious, and 
there is an- immense increase in the 
acreage under grain. 

Dr. Saunders had not the figures 
for Saskatchewan and Manitoba, but 
Alberta shows an increase of twenty- 
six per cent, and from what he had 
seen, Dr. Saunders estimated that the 
amount of new ground brought under 
tillage was proportionately large. 

Dr. Saunders thought that the bar- 
ley and oats had suffered more than 
the wheat. In Northern Saskatche- 
wan the plants of these grains have 
been discolored and withered, but 
Dr. Saunders thought they could re- 
cover with favorable conditions. 

In Southern Alberta the winter 
wheat has been damaged by frost and 
the dry winds which have blown the 
sands with cutting force among the 
young plants. 

Asked whether he discerned any im- 
provement in the farming methods of 
the men of the west, the doctor said 
that there was a general step forward 
noticeable each year. 

The Canadians and Americans are 
taking full advantage of the splendid 
farming conditions of the west, and 
Dr. Saunders was glad to see a large 
number of men who hailed from the 
British Isles making a great success 
of their farms. 

The experimental. farms at Brandon, 
Indian Head, Rosthern, Scott, La- 
combe, and Lethbridge were visited. 
Important experiments with a view to 
developing better grades of wheat are 
being carried on at all these agricul- 
tural stations. Many hundreds of va- 
rieties of wheat from all parts of the 
world are being tried. The cereal de- 
partment at Ottawa has evolved a 
number of Canadian wheats, from 
which important results are expected 

Asked whether he agreed with the 
authorities who have recently recom- 


otha a fort-| mended the more general adoption of 


mixd farming in, Western Canada, 
Dr. Saunders said that mixed farming 
was certainly more profitable where 
it was possible. In some localities the 
conditions were not appropriate. 

Dr. Saunders has been in charge 
of the experimental farms of Canada 
for twenty-five years and has now 
control of a dozen stations which 
stretch from Charlottown, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, to Agassiz, British Co- 
lumbia.

We step back quite a bit in the or-| 
der of events to take up this and the 
next two lessons on the ‘Mysteries of! 
the Kingdom,” but pe.haps it does not! 
matter much how we stp if only we 
step into the light and keep step with} 
our blessed Loid in His thoughts and 
purposes. Althowh verses 10 to 17 
are not included in our lesson we 
must look at them, as there we find 
the reason why He taught in parables, 
The rulers having dete:mined to kill 
Him (xii, 14) our lesson chapter opens | 
with the statement that the same day 
He went out of the house and sat by | 
the seaside. A simple statement of a 
fact; but yery suggestive of another | 
fact—that He was about to go out 
from the house of Israel and begir to | 
gather from the sea of nations another 
people during this age who will reign 
with Him in the next or Kingdom 
age (Matt. xxiii, 37-39; Acts xv, 14-'8), 

When the disciples asked Him why ! 
He tanght in parab‘e:, His reply was, | 
“Because it i3 given unto you to know | 
the mysteries of the kingdom of heav. 
en, but to them it is not given.” And 
then he quoted from Isa. vi the proph- | 
ecy concerning this blindness. he | 
kingdom of God, or of heaven, was 
no mystery, for it was plainly revealed 
in all the Old Testament. The suffer- | 
ings and the glory, that the kingdom | 
would be at hand and then postponed | 
for a whole age, this was not revealed | 
until by the Lord in these parables, | 
and later to and by Paul. A concord-| 
ance will enable any one to see that 
the word ‘‘mystery” is used of God} 
in Christ, Christ in His people, the | 
blindness of Israel, the resurrection of 
the just, the development of iniquity, | 
the end of this age. This whole age 
between the reject’‘on of Christ and 
His coming again in glory is the time 
of the mysteries of the kingdom which 
our Lord sets forth in these seven par- 
ables of this chapter. Mark and Luke | 
each give the first one—the parable of} 
the sower—the understanding of which | 
seems all important, for our Lord said 
when asked for its significance, 
“Know ye not this parable? And how, 
then, will ye know all parables?” 
(Mark iv.) 

From our next lesson we learn that 
the field is the world (verse 38), and 
We must bear in mind that it is a 
world lying in the wicked one and that | 
he is the God of it. It is an evil age 
and ever growing worse as far as the 
fear of God is concerned (I John v, 
19; II Cor. iv, 4; Gal. i, 4; Rom. xii, 
1, 2; II Tim. iii, 1-5). Alongsite of un- 
paralleled progress on many lines 
there is unparalleled iniquity, unbe- | 
lief, rejection of the Bible as the word 
of God and of the deity of Christ and! 
of His atonement for sin. We are no-| 
where taught to expect any improve- 
ment in these matters during this age, 
but we are faithfuly to sow the seed 
of the word of God everywhere and 
expect just what we are taught in this 
parable. Some set their hearts on} 
certain results and say we must have 
this or that, we must have fifty or a 
hundred conversions, we must have a 
revival, the town must be taken’ for 
God, ete. Happier are those who are 
in harmony with the Lord and who 
rest on His a surance that His werd 
will accomplish that which He pleases 
(isa. lv, 11). It is incorruptible seed, 
the word of-tifs;aiid He has promised 


20; Jer. i, 12, R. V.). The hearts of 
men are the soil, and some are beaten 
so hard by the going to and fro of the 
things of this life that the seed can 
searce find entrance, and the devil is 
always watching to catch it away lest 
they should: believe and be saved 
Other hearts are hard within, rocky 
hearts, but with enough soit soil to re- 
ceive ‘the seed. Such appear to enjoy 
the word; they say it does them good 
they receive it gladly, but they are 
easily offended, cannot stand any per- 
secution, 

In others the soil is good enough to 
grow thorns and the seed does find a 
lodging, and it grows, but the thorns 
grow so fast that there is no fruit, 
The cares and piersures of this life, 
the decei fulness of riches, the lusts 
of other things, choke the word, and! 
no f uit is brought to perfection. In 
the first two kinds of soil there is no 
indication of salvation. I am inclined 
to believe that this third kind of soil 
indicates a possibility of salvation, but 
saved as by fire (I Cor. i‘i, 14, 15). 
The fourth kind of soil is good by te 
grace of God, There is an honest re- 
ception of the truth. They hear it 
and understand it and keep it and 
bring forth fruit with patience, even 
to thirty, sixty or a hundred fold. A'l 
through this age this is what we are 
to expect and only this. It is ours to 
sow the seed, the pure seed of the 
word of God, everywhere and at all 
time, with confidence in Him that} 
He will accomplish His pleasure by it 
always. Blessed is that servant whom 
his Lord when He cometh shall find 
so‘doing. Who can estimate the honor; 
of being a laborer with God? Whe 
would not say, ““Here am I, send me!” 
But we must be sure that we preach 
only the preaching which He bids us
